1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

A. Embodiment (page 4, paragraph 48-76, claims 1 & 6) of a multi-beam 
transmitting/receiving apparatus and method for utilizes a reception signal power 
level averaged over a desired time, using the outputs from reception beam formers. 

B. Embodiment (page 7, paragraph 77-85, claims 2-4 & 7-9) of a multi-beam 
transmitting/receiving apparatus and method, a reception signal power level at the time 
the delay times of respective multi-paths are detected from the delay profiles of 
respective beams which are generated by searcher is utilized. 

2. The species are independent or distinct because as disclosed the different 
species have mutually exclusive characteristics for each identified species. In addition, 
these species are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
